Completion of the five power 
treaty for reduction and limitation 
of the navies of the world by final 
agreem ent on Article XIX, pro­ 
viding for non-fortification of the 
Pacific 
islands 
of 
the 
United 
States, Great B ritain and Japan. 


2. 
Settlem ent in direct negotia­ 
tions between Japan and China of 
the Shantung question, one of the 
most serious issues of the far east 
for more than two years.

W ashington, Feb. I —Tens of thous­ 
ands of thieving 
prairie dogs 
and 
ground squirrels of the west paid the 
extrem e penalty last year, the Depart­ 
ment of A griculture stated today. They 
were poisoned for steeling crops and 
range grasses.. 
A stretch of m illions of acres of 
land in sixteen states has been turned 
into a veritable death tra p for the ani­ 
mals. 
More than 100.000 farmers, un­ 
der the direction of the departm ent of 
agriculture are keeping this territory 
seeded with death in the form of pois­ 
oned grain. 
Tile saving in 
crops and grasses 
during the past year totals $11,000.- 
000, the departm ent stated. More than 
$r>4,000,000 worth of foods and grasses 
has been saved since the beginning 
of the campaign in 1916, the depart­ 
ment estimated. 
The fight is now being carried on 
in the following states: Kansas, Mon­ 
tana, New Mexico, California, Arizona, 
Colorado, Oregon, 
Idaho, 
Oklahoma, 
Utah, W ashington, South Dakota, Ne­ 
braska, North Dakota, 
Nevada, and 
Wyoming.

hensive inquiry into every phase of 
the disaster. 
Police today claimed that a careful 
Check up had decreased the death list 
to 95; that several errors and duplica­ 
tions had been 
discovered. 
Other 
deaths are expected in the hospital 
here today. 
62 of the 144 injured still 
are in the hospital. 
Six of the best 
army and navy construction engineers 
will investigate the construction of the 
theatre for the departm ent of justice. 
Reports are current that the con­ 
crete roof and walls was in a crumbly 
sUate, and that reinforcem ents were 
lacking.

The fire started from no known cause 
yet determined. 
Firem en from Super­ 
ior and Duluth combined efforts to 
keep the tire at one dock. 
W ater was poured on surrounding 
docks, and even on fire apparatus to 
keep them from catching fire. 
The whole wooden dock was being 
raised to make room for a modern 
steel dock. 
Gas pockets formed in the 
ore, parts of which exploded, endan­ 
gering the firemen and throwing flames 
and debris on other docks.

Most of California Visited by Quake 
San Francisco, Jan. 31—-Most of Cal­ 
ifornia from San Francisco north, and 
southern Oregon, were shaken today 
by earth quakes which seismographs 
throughout the United States recorded 
as violent. 
The San Francisco shock was only 
heavy enough to rattle windows and 
awaken the light sleeper. 
It seemed 
to be heaviest, according to an early 
report, in the district composed of 
the part of California lying north of 
Bedding, and in southern Oregon. 
The seismograph at Saota Clara uni­ 
versity, located at .Santa Clara, fifty 
miles south of here 
showed 
what 
Father Kicardi, in charge, ch aracter­ 
ized a “wonderful record" from the 
scientific viewpoint. 
“It was a very great disturbance,” 
said Ricardi to the United Press, “for 
the record was such that it will take 
a few hours to compile the readings 
and possible location and duration.” 
Georgetown Registers Disturbance 
Washington, Jan. 31.—A tremendous 
earth quake disturbance Is on some­ 
where between 2400 and 
2500
